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Sidelights Of Annapolis 
Greenbriar Hearing

Perhaps the most interesting part of last week’s hearing in 
Annapolis on the Greenbriar temporary sewage treatment plant 
(see News Review, October 4, 1973) was the confrontation be¬ 
tween the environmentalists and the bureaucrats. The environ¬ 
mentalists claimed that this hearing was their first opportunity 
to make their views known to the highest branches of government, 
the Governor himself and his Council on the Environment. 

new units and pay for a tempor¬ 
ary sewage treatment plant so that 
it is not a circumvention of the 
moratorium ... I find it difficult to 
regard that as a bad thing ... As 
I understand it. effluent coming 
out (of the Greenbriar plant) would 
be purer than that which is present¬ 
ly flow mg” 

Ms. Cohen grew indignant, re¬ 
commending that Lee read several 
journals covering, the efficiency of 
advanced wastewater plants and its 
■'purifying” effects on the receiving 
stream. “The only thing not com¬ 
ing out of the sewage treatment 
plant that is presently in the stream 
is silt and sedimentation . . . the 
effluent will be adding chemicals, 
parasites . . . . ” 

Plant Is Safe 

Next it was Secretary of Natur 1 
Resources, James Coulter’s turn to 
question the environmentalists’ po¬ 
sition. “If you were shown . . . that 
there was nothing in the water 
that was dangerous . . are you 

telling me that you and your group 
will oppose a sewage treatment 
plant no matter what the degree of 
treatment?” 

Ms. Cohen was not to be undone. 
“I would like to see an environmen¬ 
tal impact statement and then de¬ 
cide ... I believe that the design 
(of the plant) will not keep the 
water safe.” 

Coulter emphatically turned to 
the governor. “Every message I 
get is that the plant is safe. If I 
put in a perfect sewage treatment 
plant, I don’t see that opposition 
would diminish.” 

“Roadblocks” 

Lee commented that there seemed 
to be an ‘“inexhaustible amount of 
roadblocks” to the sewage plant. He 
found this puzzling in view of the 
fact that no technical experts have 
provided information against it, he 
said. 

Later, Tom White, speaking for 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., stated he 
resented people being called “en¬ 
vironmental extremists” when they 
were citizens expressing their “hon¬ 
est and just opposition to the plant.” 
And what Lee described as road¬ 
blocks, White felt were really 
“safeguards for people generally.” 

Richard Schifter, lawyer for 
Greenbriar developer Alan Kay, 
complained that he never could get 
the environmentalists to state what 
they would like to see added to 
the plant. Any further conditions 
they wanted to impose, Schifter felt 
Kay would go along with. 

People from other parts of the 
metropolitan area also had their 
say on the issue. Charlotte Gannett 
of Montgomery County spoke about 
the shortage of the water supply. In 
answer to the charge that the anti¬ 
plant people were “no-growth” ad¬ 
vocates, she said that it was a “no¬ 
suicide” program. ‘“We need a pro¬ 
gram of resource management to 
protect the waters.” 

Virginia Attacked 

Marian Agnew, of Virginia, re¬ 
ceived the brunt of MandePs pique 
toward what he called Virginia’s 
and D C.’s flagrant pollution of 
Maryland’s water. “Maryland is do 
ing something about its problems,” 
Mandel said, noting that unlimited 
building in Virginia “is addmg to 
our pollution problem.” And if 
Virginia doesn’t do something about 
it, “we’ll remove our sewer mora¬ 
torium,” he threatened. 

Unperturbed, Ms. Agnew stated 
that “Approval of the Greenbriar 
plant will undoubtedly lead to ap¬ 
proval of others which will dis¬ 
charge into the Potomac . . , These 
plants do not meet water quality 
standards for the Potomac or for 
the State of Maryland. Therefore, 
they are clearly illegal.” She fur¬ 
ther charged that EPA had lowered 
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GULLET ADVISESTHUT 
COUNTY CANNOT ACT 
ON GREENBRIAR 

Prince Georges county has ad¬ 
vised the Greenbelt Save Our Com¬ 
munity Committee that despite le¬ 
gal questions raised with respect 
to certain actions taken in connec¬ 
tion with approval of the Green¬ 
briar sewage treatment plant, its 
hands are more or less tied. In a 
letter dated October 2 to SOCC 
chairman Thomas White, county 
executive William Gullett agreed 
that some of SOCCs charges have 
substance but said that the county 
cannot act because of prior action 
taken by the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

Specifically, White in a letter 
dated July 4, had charged that 
zoning ordinances had been viola¬ 
ted by construction of a sewage 
treatment plant on property desig¬ 
nated as green space- White main¬ 
tained that a special exception is 
needed to site such a facility on the 
Greenbriar tract and that no tem¬ 
porary treatment plant was ever 
mentioned and none was shown on 
any site plans during the special 
exception hearings held in 1971. 

Gullett admitted that his Office of 
Law in a memorandum dated Janu¬ 
ary 4, 1973 noted that the placement 
of the sewage treatment plant on 
the tract would reduce the total 
green area to less than the required 
70 percent (assuming that the 
treatment plant cannot he con¬ 
sidered a proper green area use). 
The Office of Law further held that 
the developer could not substitute 
another parcel to make up for the 
lost green space. 

(The Greenbriar project is sub¬ 
divided into three parcels. Each 
parcel must maintain 70% green 
space. The developer’s position 
was that in the event the county 
determined that the sewage treat- 
men plant was not a proper use of 
green space, he would reduce the 
number of apartments in an adja¬ 
cent parcel to make up for the lost 
green space.) 

Nevertheless, Gullett wrote SOCC, 
there is no action which the county 
can take, “even though it is the 
position of the Office of Law that 
the construction of Greenbriar is 
violative of both the green space 
provision and the approved site 
plan.” 

Gullett took this position be¬ 
cause “MNCPPC has decided 
Greenbriar complies with the zon¬ 
ing and planning requirements” 
and pursuant to provisions of the 
Regional District Act, MNCPPC 
approves planning and zoning com¬ 
pliance in the building permit pro¬ 
cess. According to Gullett, MNC¬ 
PPC has effectively certified that 
the R-30 zoning permits a sewage 
treatment plant without a special 
exception. 

Gullett also addressed himself to 
SOCC charges that the treatment 
plant violated state health laws and 
was not in compliance with county 
and State standards. 

He stated that the official County 
Ten-Year Water and Sewer Plan 
does show an on-site point of dis 
charge, for the plant on its map. 
Under State law, Gullett said, any 
relocation of this point of discharge 
by the State (to an off-site point of 
discharge, for example.) automatic¬ 
ally “becomes part of the Ten-Year 
Plan.” White maintained that the

Grand Jury Critical 
Of Greenbriar Permits

The Greenbriar sewage treatment 
controversy, which reached the 
Governor’s office last week, has 
now enveloped the Washington Su¬ 
burban Sanitary Commission and 
county officials. In a report sum¬ 
marizing three months of investi¬ 
gation into operations of the bi¬ 
county sewer and water agency, the 
Prince Georges county grand jury 
charged on September 25 that in¬ 
formation uncovered shows “possi¬ 
ble improprieties taking place “in 
granting of Greenbriar sewer rights. 

Greenbriar was one of two exam¬ 
ples cited by the grand jury as in¬ 
volving possible irregularities by 
county officials. In general, the 
report was especially critical of 
authorization of sewer connections 
and building permits by county of¬ 
ficials. 

WSSC hit back, claiming that 
there were ‘“glaring inaccuracies” 
in the report and asking for a new 
grand jury investigation. In a let¬ 
ter to Prince Georges county state’s 
attorney Arthur A. Marshall. WSSC 
chairman Floyd D. Peterson said 
that the outgoing grand jury failed 
to make use of “facts and details” 
offered by WSSC during the panel 
investigation. 

WSSC commissioner Johanna 
Norris told the News Review that 
she was shocked when the report 
came out with its inferences. She 
criticized the grand jury for not 
digging deeply into the case, and 
felt that all WSSC commissioners 
should have been given the oppor¬ 
tunity to appear before the grand 
jury. 

The grand jury in its report sta¬ 
ted that more investigation of the 
Greenbriar case would be required 
to reach a final decision and recom¬ 
menced that the incoming grand 
jury assume this investigation. Ac¬ 
cording to the Prince Georges Sen¬ 
tinel, outgoing jury foreman Albert 
Filippone said that he plans to meet 
with the foreman of the new jury 
and inform him about the material 
already received and to reiterate the 
desire to see the investigation con¬ 
tinued. 

Filippone said that much of the 
testimony he would like to see con¬ 
sidered by the grand jury was pre¬ 
sented to the outgoing jury by Rhea 
Cohen. Another witness was Julian 
Holmes. 

The grand jury was also critical 
of Marshall for failing to provide 
guidance and continuity of attor 
neys for the probe. Marshall den- 
nied the charge and noted that dur¬ 
ing the hearing of the Greenbriar 
testimony the grand jury banned 
assistant State’s attorneys from the 
hearing room at the request of the 
witnesses. 

Marshall said that based on the 
information available at this time, 
he found “absolutely no evidence 
of any criminal wrong-doing” in the 
Greenbriar case. However, in reply 
to Peterson’s request, Marshall said 
that he has assigned an assistant 
state’s attorney to “look into” the 
matter of further investigation. 

PARKDALE PTSA 

The first PTSA meeting for 
Parkdale High School will be a 
“back to school night” on October 
16 at 7:30 p.m. in the Multi-pur¬ 
pose Room.

Rhea Cohen, representing the 
Prince Georges Environmental Co¬ 
alition, was the first citizen to 
speak. Her message was strong and 
uncompromising. In essence her 
position was that interim sewage 
treatment plants are not the ans¬ 
wer, not even temporarily, because 
they add human viruses and par¬ 
asites to the receiving streams, 
creating health emergencies. 

Mandel Questions 

Governor Mandel x asked her if 
she would consider a temporary 
plant to be a good tool if it re¬ 
lieved overflows of raw sewage. 
Reluctantly Ms. Cohen replied “In 
a health emergency that is existing 
— yes.” 

Mandel pounced upon this ans¬ 
wer, seemingly seeing it as a small 
concession to the merits of such 
plants. “We don’t like them or 
want them,” he said “But if a tem¬ 
porary sewage plant relieves the 
overflow—is a temporary expedien¬ 
cy—we have a duty to the public 
to provide it” 

Ms. Cohen quickly responded, 
“Where there is an overriding 
need in a health emergency that is 
existing” a temporary plan would 
be an improvement. But, she con¬ 
tinued, where there is new develop¬ 
ment, no such emergency exists. 

Blair Lee’s Stand 

Lt. Gov. Blair Lee III, who seemed 
to be a staunch advocate of the 
plant, viewed the environmental¬ 
ists’ stand as a “no-growth” posi¬ 
tion. 

“There is a prospect ... of a 

housing shortage a year from now; 
something we can’t close our eye° 
to. We see our children growing 
up and looking for a place to live. 
If you have builders willing to 
provide a substantial number of 

Reach Agreement on Next 
Steps on Sewage Plant 

One immediate outcome of the 
“public airing” of the Greenbriar 
sewage treatment plant controversy 
before the State’s Environmental 
Council on October 2 was revealed 
last Tuesday with announcement 
of an agreement between the State 
of Maryland and the Greenbriar 
developer Alan Kay. 

The State Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene (SDHMH) ad¬ 
vised Kay that at the time that the 
Department of Water Resources 
approves and issues the required 
discharge permit, SDHMH will act 
promtply upon Kay’s application 
for a construction permit for th > 
on-site treatment plant which is 
designed to service the Greenbria ’ 
apartment complex located on thy 
Smith-Ewing tract east of the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway. 

SDHMH said that if all the re¬ 
quirements spelled out in previous 
documents are met, “there should 
be no legal impediments to the is¬ 
suance of a permit.” SDHMH fur¬ 
ther indicated that the plans and 
specifications submitted by the de¬ 
veloper have been reviewed and are 
satisfactory. 

At the same time. Kay agreed to 
drop his suit against Dr. Neil Sol¬ 
omon, State Secretary of Health 
and Mental Hygiene. The suit 
sought to force Solomon to issue a 
construction permit for the plant 
without waiting for approval of dis¬ 
charge permits for the effluent. 
However, the developer still needs 
Federal (NASA) approval of a 
right-of-way for the property and 
a go-ahead from The Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency. 

The Department of Water Re¬ 
sources stated that before taking 
action on the discharge permit it 
will hold a public hearing, prob¬ 
ably in Greenbelt. Thirty days pub¬ 
lic notice of such a hearing must 
be given.

The following 10 guidelines to help 
Induce lighting energy require¬ 
ments are offered by the Consulting 
Engineers Council of Metropolitan 
Washington: 

X) Clean all lighting fixtures reg¬ 
ularly, including the bulbs. Dust 
Mid dirt not only diminish efficien¬ 
cy, but also detract from a fixture's 
appearance, 

2) Check all plastic globes and 
paael coverings. If the plastic has 
begun to yellow, replace it with 
nonyellowing plastic or glass. 

5) Check all bulbs to be sure 
they’re the correct size to provide 
just the light that is needed — no 
more and no less. 

4) Check the way lighting is wir¬ 
ed. If one switch turns on four 
fixtures, but only two are needed 
to illuminate the area in use, con¬ 
sider rewiring. 

5) Consider changing from incan¬ 
descent to fluorescent wherever 
practical, as in utility rooms and 
work areas. In most cases, fluores¬ 
cent lighting is more efficient than 
incandescent. 

6) If you do not already have 
dimmer switches, do not purchase 
them solely to reduce lighting ener¬ 
gy consumption. They make little 
difference. 

7) Turn off all incandescent 
lamps when not in use and fluores ¬ 
cent lamps if they will not be turned 
back on again within 30 minutes. In 
summer, a burning incandescent 
lamp not only consumes lighting 
energy, but also creates heat which 
eooling systems must overcome. Al¬ 
so, for trips away from home, in¬ 
stall timing devices which auto¬ 
matically turn lights on and off. 
Lights which burn day and night 
not only waste energy, but also are 
a sure tip-off that no one is home. 

3) Keep all windows as clean and 
unobstructed as possible. North 
windows can be left unshaded all 
day to let in natural light without 
solar heat, while others are best 
regulated through use of Venetian 
blinds. 

9) Examine all fixtures for glare. 
Glare reduces the efficiency of your 
eye so that a 100-watt source may 
achieve the effect of only a 50-watt 
source. Eliminate glare whenever 
possible, 

10) Evaluate wall surfaces. Those 
surfaces which reflect light maxi¬ 
mize lighting energy. Walls which 
are mirrored, covered with chrome 
foils, or painted smooth, bright 
white obviously reflect more light 
than those which are darker or 
which have rough surfaces. 

Mr. Carl Hansen, CEC/WM Pre¬ 
sident, added that common sense 
can indicate many other opportun¬ 
ities for energy savings. “One of my 
favorites,” he said, '“is suggested by 
ray wife. Candlelit dinners. It’s a 
beautiful alternative, and while it 
only saves pennies, every little bit 
helps.” 


Environmental News 

An acre of young growing trees 
produces enough oxygen to keep 18 
people alive and healthy for one 

year. 

Disguised as “garbage waste” 
each year are 10 million tons of iron, 
one million tons of valuable non- 
ferrous metals (including alumin¬ 
um, copper, tin, lead and zinc), 15 
million tons of glass and over 50 
million tons of paper and paper 
products. 

During the last 30 years the av¬ 
erage community’s sound level has 
jumped eight times. Trees fight noise 
pollution. When planted in proper 
barriers, they can reduce noise 
by as much as 50 percent. 

The Forest Service’s Forest Pro¬ 
ducts Laboratory has discovered 
ways to make paper from “gar¬ 
bage” — and is doing so! 

Half a billion dollars in food is 
lost yearly due to pollutants. These 
pollutants do more crop damage 
than bad weather or insects. 

Each year we pour 183 million 
tons of toxic matter into the air — 
that’s over 1,000 lbs. for every man, 
woman and child in America. Trees 
help “eat smog.” They remow the 
dust, pollen and some chemical pol¬ 
lutants from the air.

county must formally amend the 
Ten-Year Plan to show the new 
point of discharge on Federal pro¬ 
perty. 

Gullett did not feel that the stan¬ 
dards set by the Ten-Year Plan 
necessarily apply to the small on¬ 
site lift station. White had expres¬ 
sed concern that the lift station 
was not designed to have an inde¬ 
pendent power supply. 

Finally, in response to White’s 
inquiry why building permits were 
granted before a right-of-way had 
been acquired for an effluent pipe¬ 
line, Gullett stated that “the issu¬ 
ance of building permits is based 
on review of plans and specifica¬ 
tions which aren’t, by their nature, 
executory. The plans and specifica¬ 
tions show ideally what the appli¬ 
cant proposes to do.” 

If the applicant, Gullett contin¬ 
ued, is unable to actually construct 
in accordance with relevant county 
laws and permits, then he cannot 
be granted a use and occupancy 
permit or an apartment license. 
Similarly, if the effluent pipeline is 
not built due to the lack of a rights- 
of-way, then the treatment plant 
will not be placed in operation, he 
said.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 

On September 10, 1973 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-5, and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-5 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI¬ 
TUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE, 
“HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SECTION 40 OF ARTICLE 
17 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY ADDING 
A NEW SECTION 23A, CAMPAIGN FINANCIAL REPORTS, TO 
PROVIDE BY ORDINANCE THAT THE CITY COUNCIL MAY 
PROVIDE FOR THE REPORTING OF CAMPAIGN CONTRIBU¬ 
TIONS AND EXPENDITURES, PROVIDED SUCH ORDINANCE 
SHALL BECOME EFFECTIVE WITHIN SIXTY DAYS PRECED¬ 
ING AN ELECTION AND TO PROVIDE THAT NO PERSON SHALL 
BE DEEMED ELECTED AS COUNCILMAN UNLESS ALL RE¬ 
QUIRED REPORTS HAVE BEEN FILED. 

The above amendment shall become and be considered a part of the 
Charter of the' City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the terms 
of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and observed as such, 
upon the 30th day of October, 1973, unless on or before the fortieth 
day after passage, which shall be the 20th day of October, 1973 there 
shall be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
or mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed 
by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the gen¬ 
eral election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Char¬ 
ter Amendment be submitted to referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is posted in the 
Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the requirements 
of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland, 
and may be obtained from the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road, Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, Telephone 474-6000.

Let the Suyer Beware

Get a birth notice, wedding an¬ 
nouncement or obituary in the 
newspaper and one segment of the 
population is sure to read it! The 
salesman. 

Such notices constitute a prime 
source of leads for hucksters push¬ 
ing everything from baby clothes 
to burial plots. If you are lucky 
enough to get your name in the 
paper, you’ll be lucky to avoid a 
barrage of unsolicited sales pitches. 

When an engagement is announc¬ 
ed, the prospective bride can expect 
sales pitches for wedding gowns, 
catering services, photo albums, 
floral displays, printed invitations 
and musical groups to jive up the 
reception. 

The strongest pitch often will 
come from the “wedding consultant,” 
who can provide all needed services 
in one lump fee. Some salesmen 
may be satisfied with mailing a 
brochure describing their wares. 
More common is a phone call from 
a smooth-talking salesman wanting 
to set up a personal appointment. 

After the wedding announcement 
appears, the happy couple can ex¬ 
pect the second wave of sales pit¬ 
ches on what “every young mar¬ 
ried couple should have.” Insur 
ance salesmen will harp on their 
growing family responsibilities and 
offer life insurance as the solution 
to financial problems. 

A complete array of home fur¬ 
nishings, from carpeting to cutlery 
may be offered on a credit plan 
that could double the purchase price 
after interest and service charges 
are totaled. 

’When the baby arrives, and the 
happy event is publicized, the hard 
sell people go to work. They may 
prey on the parents’ concern for 
the new family and often imply 
selfishness if the answer is “no”. 

The Prince Georges Consumer 
Protection Commission reported a 
rising number of complaints involv¬ 
ing “package” baby furniture deals 
for matching crib, bassinet and 
stroller, often overpriced when 
paid on the installment plan. 

One young Suitland mother told of 
being pressured into buying $468 
worth of baby furniture, which 
was being sold at a nearby store 
for a fraction of the price. After 
consulting the Consumer Protection 
Commission, she voided the con¬ 
tract in accordance with a new state 
law that Provides a 3-day “cooling 
off period.” 

The new law allows consumers 
to legally withdraw from any sale 
that was unsolicited, perhaps a 
door-to-door sales pitch not by re¬ 
quest or appointment. The sale 
must be on the installment plan 
where the selling company also is 
handling the financing. 

Purchasers pressured into sign¬ 
ing such a contract, have 3 days 
to cancel the contract in writing.
